Activity around the Glades 
area appears to be about on sch- 
edule with sweet corn and rad- 
ishes already being harvested 
and green beans will soon be 
following. Crops in general are 
in fair condition and are improv 
ing with the good growing wea- 
ther we have been having since 
the rains have slowed down 
Good growing weather does not 
only help the crops improve in 

| condition but cuts down on dis- 
ease incident. 

This brings us around to what 
I would like to discuss and that 
is the use of foliar application 
of nutrients to our vegetable 
crops. During periods when 
crops become water soaked and 
the root systems are restricted 
in their ability to take up av: 
able nutrients good results have 
been obtained by the foliar ap- 
plication of both major (Nitro- 
gen, Phosphate, and Potash) and 
minor elements. A word of cau-
